After a years-long struggle for 
recognition, street vendors in Los 
Angeles won a major victory 
Tuesday as the City Council voted 
to decriminalize street vending and 
laid out a compromise proposal for 
regulating vending within the city. 
Spurred by the possibility of street 
vendors being deported by the 
Trump administration for minor 
infractions, the Council voted 12-1 
to decriminalize street vending. 

The vote both removed street 
vending from the list of 
misdemeanor violations and 
transferred jurisdiction over code 
violations to the city's Building and 
Safety Department and away from 
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the courts. Both moves are 
designed to ensure that street 
vendors have no criminal records 
that could then be used by 
immigration enforcement officials 
to deport them.
